CAMOUFLAGING THE RADIATOR. 


- 


HE question of the somewhat ugly 
| radiator often comes to the fore, and in 
some cases its presence spoils an other- 
wise effective scheme of decoration. ‘The 
iron, however ornamental in itself, is inartistic 
and lacking in sympathy with the rest of the 
fitments of the apartment. So in the end we 
usually determine that the offending article 
must be hidden somehow. 

This usually presents. a problem. We 
cannot dispense with the radiator; it is not 
movable, so we cannot put it out of the way 
when not in use. Therefore, the only thing 
that remains is to camouflage or cover it. 
But how? 

Well, that depends on where it is. In 
some rooms where there is much drapery or 
hangings a curtain arrangement such as is 
shown in the accompanying sketch will be 
effective. But where the radiator stands in 
a fireplace recess this is not always possible. 
The larger illustration will meet many other 
cases, especially where the radiator is in the 
hall, 

Here it is transformed into an ornamental 
hall table, or in another room it can be 4 
very useful fixture, and accommodate a 
statuette, a fern, a vase of flowers, or a bowl 
of floating blossoms, etc.—even creating the 
semblance of a small writing table. 

The first idea of a curtain arrangement 
needs little explanation. Any fancied material 
can be made up for the purpose, and colours 
and design chosen to fit into the scheme of 
the apartment. 

The next suggestion is one for the attention 
of a carpenter. The front may be either of 
wood, or a curtain may be hung from the 
“table’’ top. In either case, this portion 
should be easily removable, so as to readily 
get at the radiator when occasion demands.

THE ART OF LISTENING. 


N a recent court case it was emp” asised that 
the present age is one of restlessness. 
Many people, especially young folk, lack 

poise and stability, and the need of tranquillity 
in our every-day life was urged.

Talkers are often eager, enthusiastic folk, 
brimming over with interest in a thousand and 
one subjects. They must have a vent, and this 
is where the sympathetic listener comes in. A 
really good listener is not common. 

The dull listener is as bad as the brainy one 
who will only give half her attention ; for it is 


won Á disappointing to the talker to re- 
ceive only a dreamy, far-away “Oh!” when 
more is expected, as well as being embarrass- 
ing to the cg herself, 

The strain of giving close and undivided at- 
tention to the talker is often considerable. 

he mind unintentionally wanders and per- 
sonal interests come uppermost. It is, there- 
fore, the unselfish person who makes the best 
listener. She can throw herself ungrudgingly 
into the interests of others and listen often to 
subjects of no real appeal. 

Such a listener can recall] the details of a 
conversation long after it has taken place; 
thus, when she next meets her acquaintance 
who is a talker, she can, by recalling con- 
versation, immensely please her friend’ who 
feels justified in thinking that she has said 
something really good for it to merit such 
remembrance. A good listener should cer- 
tainly have many friends. 

To those listeners who prefer to be silent, 
volubility on the part of the talker is at times 
welcome; but most people are bored if ex- 
pected to listen too long to a one-sided con- 
versation. 

Those who do not take a share in listening 
lose much enjoyment and information ; for the 
open-minded and ready-eared gather know- 
ledge all through life, make many friends, 
gain repose and calm of manner, and also find 
untold pleasure.in so doing. E. P. 


HOW TO MAKE POT- 
POURRI.

T is quite easy to make this sweet-smelling 

| mixture—just some rose-Jeaves, some sweet 

spices, some fine salt, and a little patience 
and carefulness 

Make it when the roses are in full bloom 
and at their very best, and before collecting 
the petals find out which are the sweetest 
scerited roses, because not all roses have the 
same fragrant perfume. 

For about a quart of rose-leaves there should 
be got ready a mixture of one ounce each of 
cinnamon, mace, allspice and ground cloves, 
two ounces of lavender flowers, and one ounce 
of orris-root, finely scraped and well bruised. 

Be sure to gather the rose-leaves early in the 
morning when the dew is on them—this detail 
is important, as it greatly improves the final 
mixture—and when eethered, spread them 
thinly on trays or plates and set them in a 
cool, shady place ae about an hour till the 
moisture has dried off 

Then get a somewhat shallow wooden box, 
and put in first a layer of rose-leaves, then a 
good sprinkling of salt, more 8 ices, and so on, 
till the box is quite full. Then tie on very 
tightly a piece of thick asi and set the box 
day after day in the sun till you are quite 
sure the whole is perfectly dry. 

After that the mixture will be ready to put 
into jars or into silk bags, both of which make 
nice acceptable little gi ts for one’s friends.

SOLDIERS IN PRISON. 


MESSAGE TO THE SENATE. 

At yesterday’s meeting of Dail Eireann, 

[he President moved that the Indemnity 
Bill be recommended to the Senate with the 
following message :— 

Dail Eireann again desires the agreement 
of Seanad Eireann to the Indemnity (British 
Military) Bill, 1923, and, while appreciating 
the reasons stated by the Seanad for adjourn- 

¢ consideration of the bill, urges upon the 
Seanad that the object which both Houses 
have in view would be best attained by the 
speedy passage of the bill into law.” 

The President said that the bill had passed 
the Dail, and that all the circumstances had 
heen explained by him. He had been unable 
to attend the Senate on the day when the 
bill came before that House, but he would be 
prepared to attend on the next occasion, and 
recommend its passage into law. 

Mr. Figgis suggested that it was not for 
the Dail to interfere with the discretion of the 
Senate in this matter. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy pointed out that the 
Senate had not pajoched the bill. ‘Lhey had 

rely reserved consideration of it, and he 

not think that it would be right for 
is House to break in upon the Senate's 
privileges. 

Mr. Cosgrave said that both Houses had 
the same object in view—forgiveness of poli- 
tical offenders on both sides. He believed 
that the liberty of the persons concerned 
would be best effected by the passing of the 
bill into law, 

General Mulcahy said that, if the bill were 
passed and if the people on the other side 
failed to reciprocate the spirit of it, the 
jault would be theirs and not ours. 

Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald seconded the Presi- 
dent's motion, and it was agreed to without 
@ division, 


FREELY AND FRANKLY. 

General Mulcahy, Minister of Defence, sup- 
orted the motion, and suggested that many 
Trish soldiers must be in English prisons who 
had been sentenced for purely disciplinary 
offences who would not be in that position 
but for the fact that they were Inshmen. 
Some of them hoped that, in passing the In- 
demnity Bil] freely, frankly, and fully, the 
people on the other side might be induced to 
do the same, and that there would be a 
looking back over the list of military pri- 
soners who were Irishmen. 

Professor Magennis asked the Dail to bear 
in mind the peculiar relations of the other 
House with theirs. By the Constitution, he 
said, the Senate was authorised to delay legis- 
lation; it was of the very essence of its exist- 
ence a House to delay legislation and keep it, 
ro to speak, in a period of incubation. The 
Senator who had been the protagonist in the 
other House pointed out that these prisoners 
should have been transferred to Irish custody 
after the Treaty, and that they should not be 
retained in English prisons. The purpose which 
the President had in view had been served by 
the discussion, and he suggested to him not 
to press the resolution. 

Mr. FitzGibbon said that there were stand- 
ing regulations of some kind in preparation 
for the regulation of intercourse between the 
two Houses, but these had not yet been 
adopted. The Government regarded this bill 
as rather urgent, but the Senate did not know 
the view of this House and had adjourned the 
bill sine die In the absence of standing 
orders, surely it was not unreasonable that 
they should give the Senate information in 
the only way in which information could be 
officially conveyed—namely, by resolution of 
the House. 

Mr. Davin said that, perhaps, the Senate 
had acted in the way they did in regard to 
the Amnesty Bill in order that the Dai] might 
send it back to them again and provide them 
with another days work, which at present 
they had not got. 

Mr. Gorey said that they were taking the 
ether House too seriously and that they should 
proceed to take a vote.

DISTRICT JUSTICES. 
INCREASED PETTY SESSIONS 
FEES. 

The Minister for Home Affairs moved for 
leave to bring in a bill to provide for the 
“PI intment of district justices to hold courts 
of summary jurisdiction and to. make conse- 
qguential alterations in the law relating to 
ftummary jurisdiction and for other purposes 
connected therewith. He said that there was 
nothing startling in the bill, which, among 
other things, provided for the appointment of 
parish commissioners, whose duties would in- 
elude the signing of warrants, the taking of 
ceclarations, and the committing of lunatics. 
They would also have certain remand powers; 
they could remand a prisoner brought before 
them for an indictable offence on bail or in 
in custody, but it was not proposed to give 
them power to refuse informations or dis- 
charge a prisoner. The bill further provided 
for an increase in Petty Sessions fees, which 

were arrived at a long time ago, and h 
ho relation to the present value of money. All 
these fees, with the exceptiom of the Dog 

ax, it was proposed to double. 

Mr. Hogan seconded.

ENFORCEMENT OF LAW. 
POWERS OF UNDER-SHERIFFS. 

Amendments to the sections of the En- 
forcement of Law Bill were then taken. 

Mr Gavan Duffy moved to substitute for 
the words in Section 1: ‘‘ Whether a person 
possessing the qualifications prescribed by 
Sub-Section ó of Section 1 of the Sheriffs 
(Irelag@) Act, 1920, or not,” the words, ‘‘ hav- 
ing the qualifications for the time being pre- 
scribed by law for an under-sheriff.’’ 

Mr. O'Higgins said that he could not see 
his way to meet the mover of the amendment. 
The present qualification, as prescribed by 
law for an mai abhar, was that one should 
be a solicitor of five years’ standing. In any 
one area there might. not, said the Minister, 
be an embarrassing number of solicitors of 
five years’ standing. Solicitors and barristers, 
as a class, were nervous people, unsuited to 
the robust times in which they lived. In the 
present case, therefore, it was not merely a 
question of finding a solicitor of five years’ 
standing, but of finding a person with a high 
degree of personal courage, in face of the 
personal terrorism which existed to a certain 
extent in the country—terrorism by murder, 
terrorism by arson, terrorism in a thousand 
mean and cowardly forms. He could not 
guarantee to find a sufficient number of solici- 
tors of five years’ standing to stand up against 
circumstances of those kinds. He could guaran- 
tee that if the section were left as it stood,, 
these appointments would receive his per- 
sonal attention, and would not, as had been 
suggested, be left to some clerk in his de- 
partment. 

The amendmert was defeated. 

A further amendment to make an addition 
to Sub-Section 3 of the first section was then 
proposed by Mr. Darrell Figgis. The sub- 
section states that if the Minister of Home 
Affairs is at any time satisfied that an under- 
sheriff, for any cause whatever, is unable or 
unwilling to discharge the duties of his office 
for the time being, the Minister in that case 
may appoint any person to act as deputy for 
the under-sheriff upon such terms as' the 
Minister may, by order, specify, and the per- 
son thus appointed shall deal with all writs, 
decrees, and other documents handed over to 
him, as if he were a lawfully-appointed under- 
sheriff. 


SUPPORT FOR THE SHERIFF. 


Mr. Figgis moved to add to the sub-section 
the following :—‘t Provided that every 
such order shall be laid before each House 
of the Oireachtas forthwith, and unless and 
until a resolution is passed by either House 
of the Oireachtas within the- next subsequent 
seven ns on which that House has sat, aíter 
each order is laid before it annulling such 
order, such order shall have effect ” 

Nr. Johnson said that, the bill was opposed, 
not because it was too drastic, but ee 
it was too drastic in the wrong direction, and 
put a premium on rough and ready law. 

The President said that he could not see 
how the amendment would improve the bill or 
render it less drastic, or how it would effect 
the purpose that Mr. Figgis had in view. 

The Minister for Agriculture (Mr. Hogan) 
said that the bill did no more than give the 
Sub-Sheriff evective support in carrying out 
what he was asked to do. That was what 
Deputy Johnson described as rough and ready 
law. Rough and ready law was better then 
no law at all. 

Mr. Johnson—Ku Klux Klan. 
Chairman—Order. 

Mr. Figgis said that there had been ap- 
pointments made-in this country that had 
been defended in the Dail, and the Ministry 
must know, and that House must know, that 
these appointments had aroused no confidence 
whatever in the country, and for the reason 
Stated by the official Whip—that was because 
they were proposing to find jobs for their 
fighting men. 

On a division the amendment was lost. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy proposed ap amendment 
to Section 2, which deals with the employ- 
ment of military assistance. His amendment,- 
he said, was to have the effect that the mili 
tary should not be called in except in ex- 
treme cases. The amendment was to add to 
Sub-Section 1 the following words :—‘“ Pro- 
vided that nothing in this Sub-Section above 
contained shall be deemed to authorise an 
Under-Sheriff so to employ any person subject 
to military law, but if at any time the 
Minister shall be satisfied that a person 
against whom a judgment, order, or decree 
shall have been made is well able to satisfy 
the same, but is nevertheless persistently con- 
triving to defeat the same by force, the 
Minister may, by warrant under his hand, 
grant to an Under-Sheriff exceptional] authority 
to seek and employ military assistance for 
the purposes in this Section mentioned, and in 
any such case Sub-Section 5 of this Section 
(but not Sub-Sections 2, ó, and 4) shall apply.” 
The Minister for Home Affairs (Mr. 


O’Higgins) opposed the amendment because 
of its implication. 


There was no question, 
he said, of employing the military to act in 


the capacity of bailiffs, but as a protection 
and a deterrent to intervention. 
give the deputy definitely the undertaking 
that the military would not be under the 
orders of the Sub-Sheriff, or employed to 
carry out seizures under the orders of an 
Under-Sheriff.

Mr. Duffy withdrew his amendment. 
During the course of further discussion, 
Mr. Johnson said that once a decree was

and there must be no interference with the 

rocedure, That was not the conception 
ehind this bill; it was not the conception 
of the Ministry, but there was a suggestion 
that the ony were going to say this or 
that shall or shall not be done. That a 
minister of a court should advise an officer 
of a court what he should or should not do 
was utterly false to what should be the 
process of law, but that was what ran right 
through the bill. 

The Minister for Local Government said 
that he challenged Deputy Johnson to point 
to a single example of where the Ministry 
attempted to dictate to the Sheriff or Under- 
Sheriff as to what he should or should not 
do. The bill was before them. 

After further discussion, 

The President moved to report progress, 
and this was agreed to. 

The President announced that the further 
stage of the District Justices Bill would be 
taken up on Friday, 


QUESTIONS ASKED. 
THE SUSPENSION OF 
OFFICIALS. 


The President, replying to Mr. O‘Connell 
(Galway), stated that the Government had 
ordered the suspension of any official who was 
believed to be in complicity with irregular 
forces. Such suspensions. were carried out 
when the Government believed that the 
officials in question did not give the faithful 
service that the Government expected. In 


‘every case inquiry was made by the military 


authorities, but if there was any particular 
case in the deputy’s mind, and if he gave 
the circumstance, he (the President) would 
inguire into it,

Replying to Sir James Craig (Dublin Um. 
versity), the President said that the sugges- 
tion to reduce the tax of £1 per horse power 
to 10s. on motor vehicles, pending the intro- 
duction of a measure placing a tax on the 
amount of petrol consumed, was under con- 
sideration. It was not possible to give any 
indication at the present time as to what 
proposals would or would not be included by 
the Executive Council in the Budget for the 
coming financial year. 


DUBLIN-ENFIELD MAILS. 

The Postmaster-General (Mr. J. J: Walsh), 
in reply to Mr. O’Shannon, stated that direct 
despatches from Dublin and Mullingar to 
Enfield had been arranged, and arrangements 
had also been made to obviate the delay in 
correspondence from Enfield to Dublin. 

Three female sorting clerks and tele- 
graphists at Cahirciveen had been suspended, 
but not dismissed, by order of the military. 
The cases were under inquiry. 


TEACHING OF IRISH. 

Replying to Mr, Lyons, relative to the 
difficulties in having Irish taught without 
financial support, the President said that the 
Government were anxious to facilitate as fully 
as possible the teaching of Irish, and, with 
that object the introduction of early legis- 
lative measures to regularise the levying and 
application of rates was under consideration. 

teplying to a further question by the same 
member, the Minister for Local Government 
said that Longford County Council increased 
their rate for agriculture and technical in- 
struction for the current financial year to 2d. 
in the £, so as to provide for the teaching 
of Irish, and that proposal was sanctioned 
in Apri] last. 


LORD SHAW’S SUCCESSOR. 

In reply to Mr. Hennessy, the President 
said that the appointment of a successor to 
Lord Shaw, as chairman of the Criminal 
Injuries Compensation Commission, was under 
consideration, and it was expected that the 
appointment would be made shortly. It was 
understood that no inconvenience was caused 
by Lord Shaw’s resignation. 


TEACHERS IN CUSTODY. 

Answering a question by Mr. Thomas 
O'Connell as to what action the Ministry of 
Education was taking with regard to national 
teachers who were arrested by the military 
authorities and detained without trial. 

Dr. MacNeill said that when a teacher was 
arrested payment of his salary was suspended 
from the date of his arrest, and the manager 
of the schoo] concerned was advised that a 
qualified teacher should be appointed in his 
place, and that payment of the salary would 
be made. to such a teacher, as locum tenens, 
pending the decision of the military authori- 
ties on the case of the teacher under arrest. 


A MAGISTRATE’S LANGUAGE. 

Mr. Richard Wilson asked the Minister for 
Home Affairs whether his attention has been 
drawn to the following statement, alleged to 
have been made by District Justice Little, at 
Bray, and reported in the Wicklow News 
Letter of the 13th inst., as follows :-—‘‘ This 
was owing to the damnable ignorance of the 
farming class, who tolerated dirt in every 
shape and form, and was opposed to the law 
until it was brought home to them. They had 
no instinct for cleanliness. We want people, 
he added, to have Christian appreciation of 
their dufies to their fellowman.’’ Whether 
he considers the Courts of Justice a suitable 
theatre for the propagation of insults to any 
particular class of citizens ; whether the words 
attributed to this District Justice do not 
clearly indicate unfitness for the position he 
occupies. 

Mr. O'Higgins said that the remarks quoted 
were certainly improper and objectionable, 
and that, if he considered that they repre- 
sented a settled mental attitude on the part of 
the Justice towards a large and important ele- 
ment in the country and in the area of the 
Justice's administration. he would agree that an 
outlook of that kind would constitute a dis- 
qualification for tha equal and impartial ad- 
mingtration of justice. After conversation 
with Mr. Little on the subject, he was con- 
vinced that it was far from his intention to 
stigmatise the entire farming class. Stung 
by a particularly shocking case, he failed to 
qualify verbally a thought which he did, in 
fact, qualify very definitely in his mind, with 
the result that instead of being a rebuke to 
particular members of a class who were guilty 
of certain forms of neglect, his words read 
as a genera] indictment of that entire class. 
Mr. Little had written expressing his sincere 
regret that he should have caused pain and 
given offence by his momentary indiscretion. 
In these circumstances he trusted, and the 
deputy would agree with him, that no further 
action was called for. 


COST OF RATE COLLECTION. 


The Minister for Local Government, in reply 
to Mr. Dolan, said that the cost of the collec- 
tion of the rates for the last year would 
amount approximately to £200,000. The col- 
lection of County Council rates by means of 
raceivable orders through the Post Office, had 


been considered, it appeared to promise sub- 
stantial advantage over the present system, 
both as regards economy and efficiency. 


DUBLIN. CORPORATION 
PAYMENTS. 


Mr. Figgis asked the Minister for Local 
Government whether, having regard to the 
fact that his intimation that any salaries paid 
by the Dublin Corporation to interned pri- 
soners will be surcharged, is of itself sufficient 
to check such payment; he will withdraw his 
statement that further housing grants to the 
Corporation will be withdrawn; and if he will 
state why, when legal remedies are available, 
mé should attach merely punitive measures to 
them. 

Mr. Blythe said that the question was based 
on a mistake as to the facts, inasmuch as an 
intimation to the effect stated had not been 
given by him, and, in fact, could not be 
given, because in the making of surcharges, 
auditors acted judicially and independently, 
and their decisions were open to review on 
appeal. The decision of the Corporation to 
give half-pay to the dependents of men in- 
terned for irregular activities involved even 
more serious results that the misapplication 
of ratepayers’ money, for which individual 
members would be held personally responsible 
at a future date. The Government could not, 
by failing to take immediate steps, counten- 
ance actions which would, in effect, subsidise 
and promote sabotage and disorder. The 
Government had decided to withhold housing 
grants as a first step, so that the serious 
attention of the ratepayers of Dublin, and 
of the majority of the Corporation, might be 
drawn to the grave situation which had 
arisen. That decision would not be altered 
unless the Corporation’s resolution was 
rescinded. 


FREE STATE OFFICES ABROAD. 


Answering a question by Mr. F.ggis, 
Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald, Minister for Ex- 
ternal Affairs, said that the offices of the 
Free State in Madrid had been closed, but 
the offices in Rome had not been closed.

The Agricultural Commission resumed its 
sitting at 35 St. Stephen’s Green, Dublin, 
yesterday, - Professor Dpew, National Univer- 
sity, presided, and the other members present 
were Senator R. A, Butler, J.P., Chairman, 
Irish Farmers’ Union; Michael Duffy, Messrs. 
Michael Doyle, T.D.; Thomas Johnson, C. 
Byrne, George O’Brien, Joseph Johnston, 
F.,T.C.D.; and M. J, Heavey, secretary. 

Mr. Keller, tobacco expert to the Depart- 
ment, continuing his evidence, said that with 
regard to statements made the previous day 
that Irish tobacco was not used by .nann- 
facturers, he had experience in Sir Nugent 
Everard’s factory, of mixtures containing from 
25 per cent. to 30 per cent. of Irish-grown 
tobacco, and in plug and roll as much as 
50 per cent. of the home-grown article was 
used. 

SIR NUGENT EVERARD’S EVIDENCE. 
Sir Nugent Everard said that in 1898 he 
ersuaded the Agricultural Co-Operative 

Society to carry out experiments in tobacco 
rowing. The Irish Agricultural Organisation 

Society carried out tests in. various districts. 

He, himself, in 1900, grew a very fine crop, 

which he cured in a hay loft. It was 60 

promising that the 1.A.0.S. said that they 

would try it all over Ireland. Subsequently 
permission was obtained to grow a limited 
amount of tobacco with a rebate of 1-3 of the 
duty, under the supervision of the Depart- 


ment. 

In 1915, the high-water mark in their trade, 
there were 225 acres under tobacco. An asso- 
ciation was formed, which thought it beet to 
give the whole crop to one manufacturer to 
deal with. Mr, Gallagher had it for two 
years, and subsequently Mr. Goodbody for a 
ike period. When their own company—frish 
Cigar Company—was formed they tried, at 
great .expense, over one hundred varieties of 
tobacco, and bred abeut one hundred more 
hybrids in order to discover the best and 
most suitable type for Lrieh soil. 

Witness said that at first Cubans were im- 
ported to make the cigars, but it wae con- 
sidered advisable to dispense with them, and 
the work was entrusted to Irish girls, who 
proved highly efficient. It was also necessary 
to get rid of Greeks, who were brought over 
to make cigarettes, as they were unreliable. 

USE OF HOME-GROWN LEAF. 

The Irish Tobacco Company used as mich 
native-grown tobacco as possible, the «verage 
for the years 1918-1921 being 51 per cent. 
Witness dissented írom a statement made the 
previous dav to the effect that Irish-grown 
tobacco could not be used in plug, and handed 
round samples of plug containing 50 per cent. 
native leat. Dealing with cigars, Sir Nugent 
said that he himself exported cigars to India, 
which was much the same as sending coals to 
Newcastle, and he claimed that the demand 
was far in excess of the supply available. 

ABOLISH EXCISE DUTY. 

Replying to a question by the Chairman, 
Colonel Everard said that they could not com- 
pete with the American or Indian-grown 
tobacco, because here in Ireland they were 
paying wages of 6s. a day, while the wages 
paid to coolies were only 2d. a day. If the 
Excise duty was abolished they would be able 
to compete with the world; and in the event 
of the tobacco-growing industry expanding it 
was his opinion that Excise supervision should 
not be tolerated. Growers of tobacco in Ireland 
should be exempt from duty, as growers in 
other countries were; but manufacturers 
should pay a reasonable duty. 

Mr. J. J. Kelly, Rathfarnham, who gave 
evidence the previous day, said that the 
'“gum,” etc., to be found in Irish-zrown 
tobacco was equal to that to be found in the 
foreign article. He agreed that the Excise 
regulations hampered the industry very much. 

The Commission adjourned until Monday. 


HOUSE ROBBERY. 

At 5.50 p.m. on Monday two young inen, 
one armed with a revolver, called at the 
residence of Mr. Jackson, 191 Rathgar read 
Dublin, and asked whether he was in. .

THE PARIS OFFICE. A 

Mr. Figgis asked the Minister for External 
Affairs if it is true that the Irish Consulate 
at Paris has now passed into the care of the 
irregulars ; and if this be so, if it is due to any 
neglect of the business intended to be done 
by him, when appointed to his office by this 
Dail; and, further, if it is true that any 
decision has been taken by the Executive 
Council on his advice, not communicated to 
this Dail, that the external relations of the 
Saorstat with other countries, whether diplo- 
matic or trade, be curtailed or ended. 

Mr. Fitzgerald said that the forfer Irish 
Trade Agency in Paris had now passed into 
the care of the irreculars. This was due 
solely to the late trade agent. He had 
given no such advice, and the Executive 
Council had taken no such decision as that 
suggested in the last part of the question. 


THE PORT OF DERRY. 

The President, in reply to Mr. Darrell 
Figgis, said that the Government had all 
along been in touch with the position in 
Derry, and the steps to be taken were under 
consideration. Ifthe deputy would kindly place 
at the disposal of the Government any firm 
representations that were made to him it 
was possible that further advantage might 
be derived from the information. 


SOLDIERS’ AND SAILORS’ LAND 
TRUST. 


Mr. Rooney asked the Minister for Agri- 
culture (a) what arrangements have been 
made, if any, to secure that the eleven and a 
half million pounds granted under the 
Soldiers and Sailors Act of 1919 will be 
available for the purpose of the Act, and 
whether there is to be formed an Irish 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Land Trust, financed 
by the English Treasury; (b) what amount 
will be available to develop and divide the 
Castle warders’ estate purchased from Lord 
Cloncurry, through the influence of the local 
ex-Servicemen ? 

Mr. Hogan said that the British Govern- 
ment in 1919 agreed to advance money to 
enable soldiers and sailors to share in the 
advantages of the Land Purchase Acts. There 
was considerable opposition to the scheme in 
various localities, especially where land was 
bought exclusively to make provision for 
soldiers and sailors. Further operations 
under the Act were susnended by the Irish 
Government in February, 1922, and it was 
not possible to state at present if, or when, 
evch operations will be resumed. The Irish 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Land Trust is a Trust 
proposed to he established under Section 3 of 
the Irish Free State (Consequentia] Pro- 
visions) .Act, 1922, for the purpose of con- 
tinuing and carrying into effect the provisions 
of Section 4 of the Irish Land (Provision 
ior Soldiers and Sailors) Act, 1919: under 
which cottages and gardens, as distinct from 
holdings, covld be provided for sailors and 
ecldiers. The terms and conditions of the pro- 
posed Trust were fully set ont in the Conse- 
eneptial Provisions Act referred to. As regards 
the second part of the question the Estates 
Commissioners acquired, under “the Act of 
1919, 885 acres of the Castlewarden and other 
lands on the estate of Lord Cloncurry. The 
lands have not been divided, but are let for 
the present under temporary grazing lettings 
to small holders. It was not possible to state 
at present what moneys will be available to 
develop and divide the lands in question. 


SHORTER SITTINGS. 


The President. early in the sitting, sug- 
gested that the House should consider the ad- 
visability of adjourning each day not Jater 
than 6 o'clock. That wonld give a three 
hours’ sitting, which he thought would be 
long enough. 

The Chairman reminded him that the Stand- 
ing Orders provided for sittings until 8.30, and 
that if a change were to be made notice should 
be given.

TAILORING TRADE 
GROWTH OF DILUTION 
SYSTEM.

The Committee of Inquiry into the ngar 
trade, appointed by the Northern Ministry o 
Labour, continued its sittings at Belfast 
yesterday. 

Mr. W. J. Marshall, President of the Bel- 
fast Merchant Tailors’ Association, said tliat 
the number of tailoring establishments in 
Belfast where society labour was employed 
was 58, of which 35 were members of the 
Belfast Association. There were 119 non- 
societ 
described in the trade, 
shops. 

Mr. J. Gordon, Secretary oí the National 
Federation of Merchant Tailors, London, giv- 
ing evidence, ‘said that the system in London 
was not the “one man o job ” system 
prevailing in certain Belfast shops. That 
system had been long abolished. 

The system of dilution of labour was now 
general, and limitations in this regard had 
practically ceased to exist. Skilled trade 
union workers were becoming scarcer, and in 
England they had much the same problem in 
finding apprentices as they had in Belfast. 
The standard of work under the dilution 
system war in some respecte inferior to what 
prevailed in the old uays. Production was 
cheapened under the new system. 

Concluding, Mr. Gordon remarked that 
“there is no danger in dilution of labour. 
We should do our best to keep the trade in 
our owr hands. Í am afraid of the foreigner, 
on the we” that I would rather have 
the devil I- know than the devil [ don’t 
know.”’ 

Mr. Stoddart briefly outlined the history 
of dilution in Scotland, as he knew it ‘uring 
the past 31 years—in Jewish shops, and also 
in better class shops. Following a prclonged 
strike in 1903 in the principal Scottish towns, 
dilution became more and more general, and 
was still on the ncrease. 

Further evidence was given and the ‘inquiry 
adjourned.

A Mental Hospital. 


The London County Council Maundsley 
Hospital, which will be formally opened 
today by the Minister of Health, is 
probably the first and only institution of 
its kind in the world.

usually large number of visitors to the valley 
to-morrow, when other treasures are to be 
removed. 

A Cook's steamer. the Arabia, landed 70 
tourists, chiefly Americans, to-day, and each 
morning the train from Cairo brings its com- 
plement of curious, , 

The present boom, which the Vallev of the 
Tombe of the Pharoshs is now enjoying, has 
given a creat impetus to pedlars in antiquities, 
who are the bane of the Department of 
Antiquities. 

The road to the tomb is lined bv insistent 
individuals, who, with nods and becks, and 
wreathed smiles, produce from the folds of 
their capacious garments, smal) blue sphinxes, 
which, as one American tourist put it, are 
** warm. from the furnace.” 

A roaring trade is being done in mummies’ 
hands. which are genuine antiquities, inasmuch 
as they are raped from the innumerable graves 
of humble Egyptians, which, in their

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M. POINCARE’S REVIEW. 
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IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 

From Ovr Own CorresponpDext. 

PARIS, Tuesday. 

_M. Poincaré has been talking for publica- 
tion to the American correspondents here. 
His most interesting statement was that there 
is no question of the French attempting to 
work the Ruhr mines as a whole should a 
general strike develop, as that would cost 
too much, while the cessation of all produc- 
tion would be more harmful to Germany 
than to France. ' 

This falls in with my information from 
other sources as to the Government’s plan 
and the difficulties of possession. The idea 
of running the Ruhr as an outlying farm has 
been abandoned in favour of using it as a 
stick for the punishment of a recaleitrant 
enemy Government. 

The Premier continued with animation 
that France has no annexationist designs, 
and added that the occupation will end the 
moment Germany gives adequate guarantees 
for the fulfilment of the Versailles Treaty. 

Taken as a whole, his words were con- 
ciliatory, or at any rate not provocative, and 
the conclusion may be drawn that the French 
Gorerument would be only too glad of an 
excuse to re-open negotiations with Berlin. 

Lhis is understandable when M. Poincaré’s 
progress from stepping-stone to stepping-stone 
during the present month is considered. Here 
are some of his declarations :-— 

On January 2—“ We shall only send en- 
gineers and Customs officers into the Ruhr.”’ 

n January 12—‘' The soldiers we shall 
send into the Ruhr will only be an escort 
for the forty engineers we are despatching 
there. We shail not mobilise one potls or 
one railwayman.”’ 

A few Gays later, commenting upon the 
calling to the Colours of 3.700 railwaymen— 
‘They have not been mobilised, but only 
called upon to undergo a period of pre- 
liminary instruction.” 

On January 26—‘* We are. going to organise 
a durable occupation of the Ruhr” : 

It can hardly be wondered at that critics 
believe they can discern further stepping 
stones ahead. The fal] of the frane has pro- 
vided more materia] for conversation to-day 
than the state of affairs in the Ruhr itself. 


AT REVOLVER POINT. 


WHOLESALE EXPULSIONS 
FROM THE RUAR. 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
From Our Own Corresponpext. 
BERLIN, Tursday. 

The wholesale expulsion of the leading CGer- 
man officijais from the Ruhr eontinued. to-day. 
In some instances armed French _ soldiers 
entered bedrooms and compelled at the re- 
volver point officials marked out for expulsion 
to get up and dress, and descend. to waiting 
motor cars, which conveyed them to unoccu- 
pied territory. 

Such incidents merely serve to stiffen 
popular resistance alike in the Ruhr and else- 
where. 

The chaos in Ruhr traffic is greater than 
ever to-day. The international Warsaw-Ber- 
lin-Paris express, one of the best long dis 
tance trains in Europe, which usually leaves 
Berlin at two o'clock each afternoon, is still 
held up here awaiting an assurance from 
Essen that it is likely te get throwczh the 
Ruhr area.

FRENCH GENERAL'S PLANS TO 
END RESISTANCE. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
From OUR SpreciaL CORRESPONDENT. 
DUSSELDOR?F , Tuesday. 

General Degoutte, talkmg to a group of 
newspaper mep to-day said that Germany 
had now her future in her own hands. 

His words are- taken to- have a great 
significance en the. eve of the ólst, when 
Germany is cailed upon to resume her monthly 
payments to the Reparations: Commission, and 
may be regarded as a final warning to Berlin 
of the consequences of further resistance. 

The French Commander-in-Chief reviewed 
the course of events during the three weeks 
of the new occupation east of the Rhine, the 
growing resistance of the population, and 
especially of the official classes, at the direct 
instigation of Berlin, and the failure of the 
moderate measures imposed by the two Allies 
to secure co-operation in maintaining the 
norma! life of the community, and the func- 
tioning of public services. 

“Now other means must be tried. The 
French Army,” ‘said General Déegontte, 
‘*‘ were not a gang of blood-thirsty murderers. 
There was: an abrss between the French 
Army and the Prassian Army. “which, in this 
same region of the Ruhr, after the Kapp 
rebellion. harried the country and left the 
roads: full of corpees. 

“An end must, however, be made to Ger- 
man opposition. Men whu challenged the 
right derived by France and her Allies from 
treaties would be expelled; sabotage would 
be punished; and where its immediate anthors 
could not he found, superiors would be held 
responsible. 

I said yesterday that the French counted 
on being so well established in the near future 
as to be able to hold the Ruhr region and all 
its economic wealth to ransom, and some 
words of General Degoutte were significant in 
this sense 

‘‘We have to force the industrial magnates, 
who, though indemnified by the German 
Government for the losses they suffered in 
the war, have not even paid ‘their 
share of taxation or given up paft of 
their enormous. profits for the reconstruction 
of the devastated provinces. The Allies will 
stay in the Ruhr as long, and take such 
measures, as would be necessary to achieve 
their end.’ f 

Otherwise little has changed from yester- 
day. All over the Ruhr and the Rhineland 
Burgomasters, Treasury officials, customs -in- 
spectors and postmasters are being arrested 
and put aver the new froritier, and this pro- 
cets is becoming: automatic in all cases in 
which public functionaries refuse to obey 
French orders or fai] to co-operate. 

We are still unable to reach the rest of 
the world by rail. . Fresh orders have. been 
issued from Berlin forbidding railway workers 
to remove coal or. coke, telling them to give 
no sort of help, even in answering the ques- 
tions of French or Belgian officials or workers. 

The Orient. Express from Paris to Prague is 
held up at Appenweier, and traffic. is seriously 
disturbed in the British zone about Cologne. 

It is reported here that a Dutch company 
has organised a daily air service between 
Amsterdam and Cologne, carrying passengers, 


goods and merchandise. 


CABINET MEETING. 


NO DECISION ON DEBT 
FUNDING. 

The Cabinet“beld ‘a meeting yesterday after- 
noon, the proceedings lasting two hours. It 
is understood that the Chancellor, of the 
Exchequer made a somewhat detailed state- 
ment to his colleagues regarding his mission 
to, America in connection with the debt fúnd- 
ing schéme, and that the Ministers rose with- 
out coming to a decision on the subject. The 
only statement made at 10 Downing street 
was that the Cabinet had adjourned until 
to-day. 

Shortly after the Ministers had ‘assembled 
Mr. McKenna drove away in his car, which 
wag waiting outside the Prime Minister's 
official residence. Presumablv be had been 
engaged at the neighbouring Treasury build- 
ings, probably with the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. 

At the Foreign Office yesterday evening it 
was stated that, although summaries of the 
provisions. of the Peace Treaty presented to 
the Turks at Lausanne had been published,

WHAT IS BEYOND?

inapection of.articles removed from the 
tomb of King Tutankhamen, which was 
given from a conversation with Lord Car- 
narvon in the *‘ Irish Times” yesterday. 


LUXOR, Tuesday. 

What I have to say may, perhaps, be in- 
teresting, because the objects, which | saw 
only imperfectly in the obscurity and con- 
fusion of the tomb, are now much more easily 
examined and appreciated, and no authorita- 
tive description of any individual object has 
yet been published. shee 

I went yesterday first to the Tomb of Seti 
the Second. which is now used. as is known, 
as a workshop or laboratory. 

Here I was able to see and study the re- 
sults of the labours of Mr. Carter and his 
assistants. Altogether nothing could be more 
admirably arranged than the details over 
which Mr. Carter and his staff have spent so 
much thought and labour. 

The passage is a long one. running into the 
hillside, and the only light comes from the 
entrance. At the farther end one must 
examine the objects with an electric torch. 


WONDERFUL WORK. 

You have already heard of the Throne or 
Chair of State. It is even more beautiful 
than we had jmagined. The delicacy of the 
inlaid precioys stone work is quite extra- 
ordinary. and! the carving and modelling of 
the figures of the King and Queen, which are 
in low relief. are really wonderful in power 
and expression. 

I believe it is the only example of such a 
Chair of State yet found. Between the seat

Most of the portions 
of the chair, except the decorated inlaid. sur- 
faces. are sheathed in the thinnest gold. 
Where the gold is laid directly «1 wood if 
condition is practically as good as when 3 
was first rad Where, however, the gold 
is laid over the modelling in plaster, the 
plaster has deteriorated and extreme care is 
necessary. 

When the work of preservation is finished, 
I believe that it wil!’ reveal 
public as one of the ..ost beautiful objects 
ever found. 

Another object almost more wonderful than 
the throne. is a box which contained 
of the King’s clothes. Mr. Mace and Mr, 
Lucas have already spent many days’ work 
on it, treating it with the utmost tenderness 
and expert care. When finished, it will be 
recognised as a veritable monument of their 
patience and skill. 

Unfortunately a. certain amount of damp, 
from some as vet unidentified source, must 
have entered the tomb at some time. fot all 
the linen is mm practically a rotten condition. 


A LITTLE GLOVE. 

There is. however; one object of this class, 
which would, I imagine, create the greatest 
interest in Yeovil, the home of glove-making 
in England. It is a little glove made of some 
sort of linen. It ng of the gauntlet type cf 
glove, and, like the rest of the linen, is dis- 
coloured to dark brown. 

In spite’ of its fragility, we hope that be 
tween two sheets of giass, it may be preser ved 
to live many years yet From its size it 
appears to be a child’s glove. 

Some suggest that it was the proverty of 
King Tutankhamen when a baby, and that it 
has been tenderly preserved, but nobody 
knows, nor am I expert enough to sav how 
much linen gloves are in the habit of shrink- 
ing in the course of three thousand vears, 

Anyhow, .I conjecture that it must be the 
oldest glove of which there is any record 
For the moment I must content myself with 
mentioning these few things. but I cannot 
close without testifying to the magnificent 
work which Mr. Carter has done in organising 
the whole procedure of the salvage of these 
treasures. 


THE CEREMONIAL COUCH. 


All the members of the staff have given of 
their best, and I believe the result will be 
commensurate. with al] the trouble, thoucht, 
and thoroughness which they have lavished 
on the work 

Thanks, 
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however, to the infinite care. 
patience, and skill of the little band of 
workere, evervthing that has so far been 
handled has been removed without damage. 
The last object, and the most cumbersome 
one to be removed, viz.—the “ dathor’ 
ceremonial couch—was brought out on 
Wednesday last, with a skill which ccm. 
manded the admiration of the large crowd 
which watched the operation. 

At the ‘present moment there only ~emain 
in the ante-chamber the lion and tvphon 
ceremonial couches, four chariots, two statues 
and one or two emaller objects 

It mav take some days vet to remove these, 
as the couches and chariots are in a condition 
which necessitates a considerable amount of 
treatment’ before thev can be handled for 
removal.

And what occtipies everv one’s 
mind ‘ie speculation as to what is the next 
chamber.

FROM Our DIPLOMATIC CoRRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Tuesday. 


The Allied front, has remained un- 
broken for some eleven at Lausanne, 
is completely shattered on the eve of the pre- 
sentation of the Treaty to the Turks, if in- 
formation published in the 7emps this even- 
ing is correct. Enquiries I have made in 
official] circles go to confirm it. 

The statement in question is to the effect 
that the French Government has addressed 
a Note to Angora declaring that, so far from 
withdrawing its delegation from Lausanne on 
Friday, it is prepared to leave it there as long 
as the Turks like to go on negotiating. If 
Ismet Pasha prefers, the French delegates 
ate ready to follow him round Europe or 
Asia, and talk in any spot agreed on. 

Thus the French have capitulated without 
terms, and the tortuosity of the Quai D’Orsay 
diplomacy in the matter of the Near East 
reaches its last convolution. 

[It may, or may not, be a coincidence that 
M. Poincaré received Franklin Bouillon ves- 
terday. 

The situation may be gauged from the fol- 
lowing summary of facts:~Ten davs ago M. 
Bompard, now head of the French delegation 
at Lausanne, went to Paris to consult M. 
Poincaré. When he returned the impression 
was created that he proposed to. capitulate 
to the Turks all along the line, on-the ground 
that France had her hands so full in the 
Ruhr that she must have peace at any price 
elsewhere. 

That suggestion, however, appeared to be 
disposed of by the readiness with which M. 
Bempard gave his adhesion to the Treaty 
which it is proposed to present jointly to the 
Tutks to-morrow, and it has since been an- 
nounced that M. Poincaré has telegraphed to 
Angora urging the Turks to accept the Allied 
terms 

Now, at the eleventh hour, it appears that 
France has virtually offered to make a 
separate peace with the Turks, thus reviving 
once more the Briand and Franklin-Bouillon 
diplomacy, which M. Poincaré so roundly 
condemned before be assumed office. 

TERMS OF FRENCH NOTE. 

Reuter’s Pars Correspondent telegraplis :— 
The Temps states that the French Govern- 
ment, through the mediation of the French 
Hich Commissioner at Constantinople. vester- 
day addressed an important communication 
to Angora , the text of which has also been 
forwarded to Lausanne, London. and Rome. 

This communication states that the Draft 
Treaty which has been handed to the Turkish 
Delegation does not, in France's eyes, consti- 
tnte the final text. The terms of the latter 
are not to be discussed, but it is understood 
that the draft simply marks the present stage 
of the negotiations, and that there is nothing 
to prevent subsequent negotiations from being 
opened.

LEAGUE NOTES TURKEY'S 
INTRANSIGEANCE. 


The League of Nations’ Council assembled 
this morning, expecting to have the Mosul 
question definitely laid before it by Lord Bal 
four. Lord Balfour’s speech, however, was 
rigorously hypothetical. He did not formally 
case before the Council at ali, but 
gave notice that the. British Government 
would do so, should circumstances threaten- 
ing to peace arise in the region in question. 

Lord Balfour, leaning back in his chair. 
with eves _ reflectively ‘fixed on a distant 
corner of the room, briefiv recalled the treat- 
ment of the question at Lausanne, emphasis 
ing the fact that what he was proposing was 
simply a hypothetical procedure for a situa- 
tion which. he still trusted. would not arise. 

Lord Balfour's speech being, as the Charr- 
man, M. Viviani, justly observed, of the 
nature rather of a declaration than of a reso 
Intion. the C‘ouneil took note of if without 
farther discussion. The matter may stil! be 
raised again before the Council rises if the 
Lausanne delegates separate without agree- 
ment and unfavourable reports are received 
from Mosul. 

The importance of the whole procedure lies 
in the fact that, if the Council ultimately gives 
a ruling which the delegates decline to accept,

been remarkably few disagreeable incidents; 
but, while the British have scrupulously ob- 
served the.terms of the Mudania Convention: 
the Kemahsts have been organising their 
forces for the eventuality of a rupture. 

TURKS ARMED AND ORGANISED. 

In Constantinople alone there are about 
20,000 armed Tucks, wel erganised and ready 
to make trouble. In Thrace Rafet Pasha now 
commands 350,000 men, and there is good 
reason to belteve that a considerable amount 
of artillery has been smuggled across the 
Marmora. At Ismidt and Chanak there are 
important concentrations of Kemalist forces. 

Consequently, if the Nationa! Assemblv 
gives the word to attack. the task. of Genera! 
Harington, with his limited forces engaged. 
possibly, on four fronts simultaneously, will 
not be of the easiest description.

PRECAUTIONS AND MOSUL 
FRONTIER. 
BAGHDAD, Monday. 

The strengthening of the British garrison 
at Mosul by troops from both Basra and 
Baghdad is being continued with a view to 
eliminating the possibility of a raid on the 
vilayet by frontier tribes incited by the Turks. 
The main concentration of the Turkish force is 
now on the frontier, a hundred miles to the 
north-west of Mosul. 

A statement published in Baghdad declares 
that with the increase of the Mosul garrison, 
there is no danger of interference with normal 
business activities.

The problem of Indian statys is not a thing 
that belongs to Kenya alone, iú is a vital issue 
in many widely separated dominions and de- 
pendencies from Natal to Malaya, from 
British Columbia to Fiji. It is a phase of 
the perennial conflict - between the white 
settler, careful for the future of his race, and 
the Indian, with his determination to insist 
on meticulous equality of citizenship within 
the Empire, a determination which was greatly 
strengthened by a resolution of the Imperial 
Conference of 1921 That resolution em- 
phasised the incongruity between the position 
of India as an equal member among the 
nations of the British Commonwealth and 
the “existence of disabilities upon British 
Indians lawfully domiciled in other parts of 
the Empire.’ There is no desire on the part 
GPthe people of the Empire to shirk the im- 
plied consequences of this resolution. 

No one seriously proposes to interfere with 
the rights of those Indians who for two or 
tiree generations have been usetul and law- 
abidigg members of the community in 
Nairobi and elsewhere. But it is high time 
that Indian opinion should cease to regard 
restriction on the settlement of Indian sub- 
jects within the Empire as.a legitimate griev- 
ance. The implication is not necessarily one 
of interiagity at all, but of difference. Most 
assuredly the white settlers of Kenya—who 
are in a marked minority to the native and 
Asiatic por every right to in- 
sist upon the maintenance of an order which 
safeguards not only their own future, but the 
future of the Colony as well.

THE APPEAL TO THE LEAGUE. 

The Times, in a leading article upon the 
formal submission by Lord Balfour vesterday 
of the question of the northern boundary ef 
Iraq to the arbitration of the: League of 
Nations. observes :--Án one respect this matter 
is by far the most vital which has been 
brought before the League. It contains a 
danger of war. It is almost certain that with- 
out the intervention of the League we should 
have been compelled to fight Turkey over 
Mosul. In the tasks which the League has 
hitherto performed there has never yet been 
go serious a danger. A scheme has been Set 
afoot for the rehabilitation of Austria. The 
Aaland Island dispute between Sweden and 
Finland was amicably settled, and a solution 
found for the Upper Silesian problem which 
had baffled the Supreme Council. Albania and 
Yugo-Slavia were induced to abate their most 
antagonistic claims. 

The League has encouraged the 
habit of. arbitration by these several perform- 
ances, and is gradually taking the place of the 
Supreme Council for-the settlement of trguble- 
some questions. Now it is called upon to take 
another definite step forward. We_ vers 
sincerely hope that Turkey will not seek to 
check such efforts towards international co- 
operation by an untoward and retrograde re- 
fusal to submit to its judgment the question 
ol Mosul.

Inthe opinion of well«informed people those 
terms are the lowest that Concress is likely 
to sanction. As the rate is lower than that 
which we contracted to pay, the view held 
generally in business circles is that, on finan- 
cial grounds alone, we should accent the 
offer, provided we have the option to repay 
after ten years, while on grounds of political 
expediency, there 1s is evervthing to be said 
for acceptance and nothing against it.

MAIN POINTS OF DOCUMENT. 
LAUSANNE, . ucsday. 

It is now arranged that the final forma! 
meeting of the Conference is to begin at 10.50 
to-morrow morning. he Treatv will be 
circulated, at the opening of the Conference. 

Although the. Treaty is still not available 
for publication, it is pointed out that it is 
drawn up in quite a different spirit from pre- 
vious treaties. lt contains no. ultimatum, 
nothing is hmposed, and there is nothing in 
Opposition to the national. honour and jn- 
dependence of Turkey. 

There are obligations on both sides. and 
Turkey is not treated as a defeated country. 

The Treaty comprises five different parts of 
sixty articles. The main heads are :— 

(1) The Strarts. 

(2) Thrace. 

(3) The régime of foreigners in Turkev. 

(4): A declaration regarding ‘the adminis- 
tration of justice. 

(5) A declaration of a general amnesty, 

(6) Commercial régime. ' 

(7) The exchange of populations. 

(3) Albania’s share of the Ottoman public 
debt. 

(9) Prisoners of war. 

The final article provides that the dispute 
regarding Mosul is to be decided by ‘the 
League of Nations. 

If the Turks flatly refuse to sign the Treaty, 
the Conference will end, but if it has to be re- 
ferred to Angora, or if the Turkish delegates 
ask for tithe, one or two other delegations will 
remain at ..azlsanne. 

The Secretary-Genera! will also remain, thus 
maintaining a nucleus of the Conference, and 
he will call a special meeting for the siguature 
to be effected.—(Press Association's Special

A MEMORIAL HOUSE. 

‘The house is situated on a splendid demesne, 
about two miles from Naas, on the Dublin 
road. It was erected as a memorial 1. “se to 
Richard, sixth Earl of Mayo, and Viceroy of 
India in 1872. after the assassination of that 
nobleman, father of the present Ear]. The 
house, perhaps the finest of its kind im 
County Kildare, which boasts of so many 
splendid resideuces, was built by Wyatt. the 
architect of the Liverpool Exchange and Hyde 
Park Barracks, London. It is situated on the 
top of a hill overlooking the surrounding 
country. It contained family records, all of 
which were destroyed. and relics from Africa, 
India. America, and Sardimia, including manv 
gifts to the sixth earl when he was Viceroy 
of India. 

A tablet over the front entrance bears the 
inscription : 

“ This house was built in honoured memory 
of Richard, Sixth ‘Earl of- Mayo, K.P., 
G.M.S.I.. Viceroy and Governor of India, by 
his friends and countrymen, A.D. 1872.”’ 

To-day nothing remains of the once magn'f 
cent structure but the gaping, blackened 
walls. 

Before the raid on the house, armed men 
called at the farmyard and demanded arms, 
which they alleged were on the premises; but 
they were told that none were there 

A military patrol from Naas Barracks was 
at Sallins, about a mile away, at about 11.45, 
and, seeing the flames, went to the spot, but 
found vo trace of the incendiaries. 

It is believed that at least seven men were 
engaged in the attack, five of whom entered 
the house. One of these accompanied Lady 
Mavo to release some fowl! from a house, and 
they were challenged by a sentry posted out- 
The raiders are said to have been 
courteous. 

LORD MAYO’S RESOLVE.

SIR HORACE PLUNKETT’S 
RESIDENCE 


WRECKED BY MINE. 


Early yesterday morning a determined 
attempt was made to destroy “ Kilteragh,” 
the residence of Sir Horace Plunkett, which 
is situated about half a mile from the Fox- 
rock and Leopardstown Station of the Dublin 
and South-Eastern Railway. 

A powerful land mine was used, and, while 
it did not destroy the whole of the fine house, 
it caused a great amount of damage. 

Sir Horace Plunkett has been in America 
for the past month, and the only occupants of 
the house on Monday night were his secretary 
(Mr. Heard) and his chauffeur. They retired 
to rest at the usual time, and were disturbed 
by the ringing of the bell in the front hall at 
about one o'clock. 

Interviewed by an Irish Times reporter, the 
chauffeur said: “I did not answer the bell, 
and after a short time I heard some men in 
the house. They had come in through one of 
the windows at the back of the house. Some 
of them came upstairs to us and said: ‘We 
have a very unthankful job on, but it has to 
be done.’ They explained that they were 
going to blow up the house, and told ns to 
get our belongings and to clear out as quickly 
as possible. They gave us time to dress, and 
te take our underclothing and some other 
articles, and ordered us out.”’ 

TERRIFIC EXPLOSION. 

Mr. Heard and the chauffeur were then 
escorted about 100 yards along the avenne by 
some men, who had revolvers, and at about 
1.30 there was a terrific explosion, which was 
heard for several miles. 

The armed men left, and Mr. Heard, with 
the chauffeur and others in the employment 
of Sir Horace Plunkett, went back. and found 
that the interior of the house, or a very large 
portion of it, had been blown to pieces. 

The house had been built to a special de- 
sign in 1906. It was a model country mansion, 
containing upwards of 30 rooms, fitted with 
the very latest 
pliances. 

When an Irish Times representative visited 
the house yesterday Civic Guards were on 
duty. They said that they had instructions 
to fet no person in except those connected 
with the place. A little persuasion and evi- 
dence of bona fides, however, overcame the 
objection. 

he first thing that attracted attention was 
the entire absence of glass from one side of 
the house—not a single pane remained. The 
avenue and garden were powdered with 
granulated glass and portions of blinds and 
curtains were hanging in shreds from the 
leaded windows, the lead being crumpled up 
and in some places demolished. 

In the house a large number of men were 
removing dangerous portions of the structure 
and erecting hoardings. 

THE MINE. 

The mine was placed in the firegrate of the 
main hall, and the effect of its tremendous 
force was shown by an opening behind the 
fireplace about eight feet high and four feet 
wide, and by the destruction which it wrought 
throughout the major portion of the house. 

On the ground floor the principal rooms 
damaged were :— 

The sitting-room, a large &partment panelled 
in oak, with a massive carved oak mante]— 
The door was torn from its hinges and 
broken, the ceiling came down in atoms, and 
the furnitute was reduced to fragments; but 
a grand piano showed no trace of injury. 
Some china vases and other ornaments on the 
mantelpiece were also intact. 

The ‘brary is a large and handsome room, 
with oak floor, in” "Éag and mantelpiece, 
stocked with a valuable collection of books. 
Here the damage done was insignificant. The 
locks of presses were forced open by the con- 
cussion and the door was unhinged and 
splintered. 

The drawingroom also escaped injury, ex- 
cept that the door and some of the glass in 
the windows were broken. 

In the diningroom the ceiling was broken 
down, doors and windows were smashed, and 
the furniture was reduced to a mass of débris. 
This room was directly opposite to the point 
where the mine was laid, and consequently 
suffered mo 

The kitchen was strewn with fragments of 
cooking utensils, and the range door was 
bent and forced open. 

The other rooms on the ground floor were 
much damaged. They included the cellar, 
pantry, the strongroom (where silver and 
other valuables were stored), a larder, scul- 
lery, housekeeper’s room, and the servants’ 
dining hall. 

Upstairs are about twenty bedrooms, bath- 
rooms, etc. Twelve of these in the north- 
west wing, which were used principally by 
the servants, were badly damaged, but the 
remaining rooms escaped with minor injury. 
The glass and doors in these, however, and. 
indeed, in the greater portion of the house, 
were broken, the hall door being blown off its 
hinges. 

The billiatd-room also escaped with little 
damage. 

Despite the powerful nature of the explo- 
sion, the roof suffered little damage. 

With the exception of the drawingroom and 
emer ó the ground floor is a wreck, and, 
rough y estimated, to put it in its former 
condition and to replace the furniture and 
gin will cost between £8,000 and 


Several paintings and other pictures were 
undamaged. 

The exact time at which the explosion took 
place is shown by a wall clock in the kitchen. 
which was picked up from the débris, and 
which indicated the hour as 1.30 
The Civic Guards, who had been at Kil. 
liney Railway Station, had just returned to 
the barracks at Foxrock, and were retiring to 
rest when the explosion took place. They 
hurried out and guarded the premises. 

After the explosion there was a slight out 
break of fire, caused by the fusing of electric 
wires, but the servants quickly extinguished 
it with a hose. : 

The chauffeur stated that they expected Sir 
Horace Plunkett. back from America about 
next. Saturday week, “‘but,"* he added, “I 
don’t suppose he will come ow.” 
_ Interviewed by another of our representa- 
tives, Sir Horace Plunkett's secretary sub. 
stantially repeated the observations of the 
chauffeur. He said that on hearing the win- 
dows being broken he got out of bed, hurriedly 
dressed and went downstairs. He found the 
place surrounded by armed men. Some of 
them entered, “holding up ” himself and the 
chauffeur. They told him that they intended 
to blow up the house because Sir Horace was 
a Senator, and as a reprisal against the execu- 
tion of prisoners. 

A short time was allowed the secretary, the 
chauffeur, his wife and child to get some 
clothing and go to a place of safety. 

Then the mine was placed, which almost 
completely wrecked one-half of the building. 

The east centre portion of the house .«uffered 
most, but several of the walls in the left side 
will probably have to be removed because of 
the shaking which they received. 


OUTRAGE IN CO. LOUTH. 


MILESTOWN: CASTLE BURNED. 


Armed men on Monday night burned Miles- 
town Castle, one of the finest residences in the 
County Louth. They ordered the occupants 
out, and sprinkled the place with petro). 

About ten men took part in the outrage. An 
eye-witness states that most of them were 
hardly 17 years of age. They were not 
masked. ose who were not supplied with 
rifles carried revolvers. 

There were fifty rooms in the mansion, 
which was built a little distance from the 
main Dublin-Belfast road. Yesterday mornin 

ing remained but the disfigured | 
shrunken walls, 

Since the 16th Century the Woolsey family 
have been resident in Louth. For a long time 
the place was occupied by Mrs. Woolsey- 
Butler, whose son-in-law, Major Barrow, an 
English Sr vem was the present tenant. 

On Monday night at 11 o'clock a lond 
knocking was heard at the front door. One 
of the servants inquired who was there, and a 
voice answered that the Major was wanted 
urgently. As Major Barrow openéd a window 
to find out who the visitors were he found 
himself covered by the rifles carried by six 
youths. He was told that he and the other 
occupants must clear out quickly. 

In the house at the time were Mrs. Barrow, 
her four children, and her mother, Mrs. 
Woolsey-Butler, together with eight servants. 
All were quickly out of the house. 

en the armed raiders entered the build- 
ing they commenced to sprinkle petrol. The 
rooms and the floors and staircases were 
aprinkled. Meantime a small party of armed 
men stood on duty outside. The work of pre- 
paring for the fire occupied almost half an 
hour, At a signal several flames darted up 
free all sides of. the house, and within a few

When the flames were spreading some of 
the servants attempted to save some of the 
valuable furniture, but the armed men 
ordered them to cease, and when one of the 
servants persisted shots were fired, but no

Blaborate precautions appéar to have been 
taken to carry out the work of destruction. 
The.telegraph wires between the house and 
Dundalk were cut during the night; and some 
villagers. from .Castlebellingham, who. rushed 
from their beds to help, were met by armed 
men and kept under guard for almost an 
hour. Zhe armed party ,emained until there 
was ho Chance of preventing the burning of 
the mansion When they had gone willing 
hands .eucceeded in saving some of the fur- 
niture, bu; the principal portion had been 
demolished. 

Free’ State soldiers arrived from Dundalk 
after four o clock, and made a search of the 
district. 

Milestown is within half-a-mile of Castle- 
bellingham, whieh, for months, has been the 
centre of great activity on the part of armed 
bands, Till now, however, the attention 
cf these bands has been given to the rwil- 
way system. 

News has reached Dundalk elso that the 
Post Office at Knockbridge was burned 
during Mor day night.

HOW THE RAIDERS WENT 
ABOUT THEIR WORK. 


It is not yet possible to estimate the total 
loss caused by the destruction of property in 
Dublin on Monday night, but the amount 
must be very large. The raide.. carried out 
their work with no loss of time, and 
succeeded, generally, in causing the maximum 
of destruction. There was, fortunately, no 
loss of life, and, if the raiders lacked civility, 
thiey at least tried to ensure the safety of 
the persons in the houses they’ attacked. 

In .the case of Mr. Flanagan’s house, one 
of the young. men, when ordering everybody 
to “‘cleay out,” referred to ‘the death of Mr. 
Sean McGarry’s son, and said that it was an 
accident. 

National soldiers, under Sergeant-Major 
Beemy, were on guard yesterday at the house 
of Mr. M. A. Corrigan, Chief State Solicitor, 
125 Leinster road, Rathmines. A group of 
curious sightseers stood looking at the ruins, 

Mr. Corrigan himself supervised the re- 
moval of various articles from the wreckage. 
Bureaus, pictures, chairs, all somewhat 
damaged, were brought terough one of the 
tower windows, and placed in the garden at 
the rear. A good many articles of silver 
ware and small pieces of valua..e furniture 
were successfully removed. 

The house itself bote eloquent testimony to 
th® thoroughness of the destroyers’ work. 
The whole front wall had collapsed, and only 
a small portion of the roof was left intact. 
Even the little porch at the back of the house 
was damaged. Through a broken window 
one could see a lamp, with its blackened 
shade, still Hanging from the ceiling. The 
front lawn was strewn with pieces of wood 
and masonry. 

It is stated that an officer of the National 
Army, who was stahding underneath the 
clock» of the Rathmines Town Hall just. be- 
fore 10 o'clock on Monday night, was 
approached by a soldier, accompanied by a 
girl, and told that the soldier had been 
stopned by girls at the Rathmines road end 
of Leinster road, who advised him to go 
back, but did not tell him why. 


LANSDOWNE ROAD. 

56 Lansdowne road, Pembroke, another 
semi-detached house, was yesterday deserted, 
save by a policeman doing duty on the ages 
way. At this house a mine had been placed 
m the hall, when the occupants, Thomas 
Dennison, his brother, John, aged six years, 
and his sister, Ruby, were ordered out. The 
explosion caused great damage. 

Mr. Thomas Dennison, when interviewed, 
said that he thought that about ten men. 
each of about 20 years of age, were engaged 
in the work of destruction. They told him 
that the house was about to be blown up, and 
he was ordered outside. He left with his 
brother and sister, and went to the house 
of his next door neighbour. 

The walls of the house are standing, bat 
the roof has been destroyed. —."e lawn and 
garden are strewn with wreckage. One ot 
the interior doors was blown from its hinges, 
and a portion of the door, with the key ia 
the lock, was thrown, into the garden of an 
adjoining house. .

At 9.45 p.m. about nine men arrived, with 
revolvers and tins of petrol. ‘They told Mrs. 
Flanagan to get everybody out. Mrs. Flanagan 
was allowed to get her jewellery and clothes. 
When she was coming down the stairs she 
saw a young man with a petrol tin go up. 
She was told that the burning was a repriza! 
for the execution of Volunteer Gaftney. 

All the rooms were sprinkled with petrol, 
but the kitchen was not touched. The occu- 
pants were ordered into the coach-house. 

When the men had set the rooms alight they 
left without delay. Rev. Father Grogan, 
who was in the house at the time, was able to 
summon the Fire Brigade, which arrived at 
about 10.50 p.m. 

The front sittingroom and the hallway were 
then in flames, but the fire was quickly ex- 
tinguished. 

Although all the rooms were slightly 
damaged, only the front room and the hallway 
suffered much. ae 

Many pieces of antique furniture were 
burned. Some of the articles destroyed were 
very valuable. 

“The whole thing.” 
““was over in ten minutes.” Some oí the 
raiders were really only boys. One of them 
was very smal! and did not appear to be more 
than fourteen years of age. 

None of the outhouses or stables was inter- 
fered with, the activities of the raiders being 
devoted principally to one wing of the house. 

An attempt was made at 9.45 o'clock on 
Tuesday night to destroy the residence of Sir 
Simon Maddock, in the grounds of Mount 
Jerome. It was unoccupied, the only person 
on the premises being a chauffeur, who has his 
quarters at the rear. 

Armed men arrived and told the man that 
they were going to blow up the building. A 
mine was laid outside the hall-door and an 
attempt was made to explode it. Fuses were 
set alight, and they burned to within an inch 
of the top of the tin, without, however, ex- 
ploding the contents.

The report of the Ulster Unionist Council, 
to be presented to the annual meeting of dele- 
gates in Belfast to-day, states :— 

“The Treaty between the Imperial Govern- 
ment, of which Mr. Lloyd George was Prime 
Minister, and the representatives of Southern 
Ireland was signed -on 6th December, 1921. 
Ulster was not consulted in regard to the 
matter, the arrangement being made behind 
the backs of her representatives. The Treaty 
was ratified by the Imperial Government, in 
spite of the protests of the Ulster members; 
and also by Dail Eireann, and the keys of 
Dublin Castle were afterwards handed over 
to the members of the Irish Provisional Go- 
vernment by the Lord Lieutenant, Viscount 
FitzAlan. 

The Bill confirming the Constitution of the 
Irish Free State was placed on the Statute 
Book on 6th December last. Ulster was in- 
cluded in the Irish Free State, but the Go- 
vernment of Northern Ireland lost no time in 
“opting out,” and on 7th December an 
address was presented to His Majesty praying 
“that the powers of the Parliament arid Go- 
vemmment. of the Irish Free State shall no 
longer extend to Northern Ireland.” His 
Majesty graciously replied, stating, “I 
have caused by Ministers and the 
Irish Free State Government to be so ih- 
formed.” In the event of Northern Ireland 
contracting out, it was provided under Article 
12 of the Agreement for a Treaty, “that a 
Commission, consisting of three pefsons,. one 
to be appointed by the Government of the 
Irish Free State, one to be appointed by the 
Government of Northern Ireland, and one, 
who shall be chairman, to be appointed by 
the British Government, shall determine, in 
accordance with the wishes of the inhabitants, 
go far as they may be compatible with 
economic and. geographic conditions, the 
boundaries between Northern Ireland and the 
rest, of Ireland.’’ , 

“On 2ist January, 1921, Sir James Craig 
and Mr. Michael Collins entered into an 
agreement, with the object of bringing about 
e better understanding between the North 
and the South. Paragraph 1 of this agree- 
ment read—‘The Boundary Commission, 
outlined in the Treaty, to be altered. The 
Governments of the Free State and cf 
Northern Ireland to appoint one representa- 
tive each to report to Mr. Collins and Sir 
James Craig, who will mutually agree on 
behalf of the respective Governments on the 
future boundaries between the two.’”’ 

“Mr. Collins subsequently declined to 
observe the agreement, and the Southern 
Government intends to claim large portions 
of Northern territory, including Tyrone and 
Fermanagh. — On 16th February Sir James 
Craig, in a letter to the Imperial Government, 
wrote, ‘We cannot consent to any alteration 
of our boundary éxcept by mutual agreement, 
failing which, in respect of any territory in 
dispute, the boundary to stand, as defined by 
the Government of Ireland Act, 1920.’ This 
is now the attitude of the Norther Govern- 
ment, which has refused to have anything 
to do with a Boundary Commission. This 
decision of the Northern Government has been 
fully confirmed by the loyalists of Ulster. 


LORD CARSON’S SERVICES. 


_“ Lord Carson, owing to his official position 
as. Lord of Appeal in Ordinary, has not been 
able to take as active a part in our affairs as 
hitherto. But he is as zealous as ever in 
defending our rights and in exposing the 
mameuvres of implacable enemies and 
treacherous friends. His solicitude for the 
loyalists who have suffered so grievously in 
the South of Ireland will never be forgotten. 
and his eloquent and stirring appeals on their 
behalf have brought home to many the 
realities of a terrible situation. No one 
perhaps in the British Empire has a greater 
influence on the masses of the people than 
Lord Carson—a fact which testifies to the 
nation’s love of an honest and straightforward 
statesman. The services which our President 
has rendered to the cause of truth, 
justice, and liberty can never be repaid.

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BRITISH PROTEST AGAINST

Lord Kinnaird, who had been in failing 
health for some time, died in London yester- 
day morning. 

A pathetic feature of his death was that 
Lady Kinnaird predeceased him in the same 
house only a few days ago. Lord Kinnaird 
onthe night before her death, insisted on 
going to his wife's room to see her, and the 
news of her death had to be broken to him to 
iavoid a greatér shock, should he have ex- 
pressed a wish to répeat the visit. 

Born on February 16, 1847, he was well 
known as a banker, philanthropist, and sports- 
man. Going up to Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, after Hee Eton, Lord Kinnaird had 
a big part in founding the Association game, 
and from the institution of the Football 
Association was always identified with .the 
management of that organisation, first as a 
member of committee, next: as councillor, sub- 
sequently as treasurer for many years, and, 
after the retirement of Major Marindin in 
1889, as President—an offile he stil] held at 
the time of his death. 

A most prominent figure on the football 
field for nearly a quarter of a century, Lord 
Kinnaird wore a beard, and always played in 
white flannel trousers. He was both versatile 
and vigorous. 

Identified chiefly with the Wanderers and 
the Old Etonians, he could “fill any position 
with conspicuous ability, as is suggested by 
the fact that in the Final Footbal) Association 
Cup Tie in 1877 he kept goa! for the 
Wanderers, and in the following season, when 
again the Wanderers carried off the cup, he 
was one of the half-backs of that team. 

Altogether he took part in nine final ties, 
appearing in three for the Wanderers and in 
six for the Old Etonians. 

In all the finals in which he assisted the 
Wanderers, that team were successful, and 
twice for the Etonians he was on the winning 
side. 

Lord Kinnaird played for Scotland against 
England at the Oval, London, in 1873, when 
the attendance of some 3,000 people was re- 
garded as so large. that it occasioned much 
comment. 

The late Peer took his degree of M.A. at 
Cambridge University. He married in 1875 
Mary Alma, daughter of Sir Andrew Agnew, 
and Jeaves two sons and a daughter. 

Lord Kinnaird occupied . the responsible 
position of Lord High Commissoner to the 
Church of Scotland in 1907, and the two 
succeeding years. He was made a Knight of 
the Thistle in 1914. 

Among other posta filled: by Lord Kinnaird 
were the following—Honorary Colonel of the 
late Tay Division Royal Efigineers (Volunteer) 
Submarine Miners from 1893, and a director 
of Barclay’s Bank, Ltd,

PEACE THE FIRST ESSENTIAL. 

A meeting of the Evicted Tenants’ and 
Land Settlement Association was held in the 
offices, 104 Middle Abbey street, Dublin, Mr 
Walsh presiding. 

e General Secretary said that the Asso- 
ciation’s object was. to facilitate the working 
of the Government on the land question in its 
various phases. After forty years’ connection 
with the Evicted Jenants’ Association, he 
found it was the view of some of 
the organisers of such movements as 
those of, unpurchased or evicted tenants, 
back to the land, and labour and 
trades combinations, that they need only 
pass resolutions calling on the Government 
to pass an Act of Parliament to remedy their 

rievances and that same would materialise 
immediately. That was a very great mistake, 
and there must be united driving force to 
press home such claims. It was well enough 
to get ameliorative Acts, little by little, from 
an alien Government, but it was quite dif- 
ferent now. Disturbed conditions unfor- 
tunately prevailed at home, and also an 
almost world-wide unsettled state of affairs 
affected the financial position of most Govern- 


1 ments. 


As to legislation, one bill would cover all 
matters arising in respect of the land; but until 
there are settled conditions in the country and 
public and private credit and confidence 
are restoréd, the time is premature for such a 
bill. ’ 

Co-operation was wanted by all associations 
and persons interested in the question of 
land—viz., restoration of evicted tenants or 
their representatives, breaking up of ranches, 
and land for the landless. One sees fre- 
quently in the Press threats to take forcibly 
ranches, etc., for division unless owners or 
occupiers agree to their division; but such 
threats showed a want of reason and common- 
sense. A common programme embracing all 
the gage outstanding, vigorously sup- 
ported by the various sections affected, was 
wanted, and as a result owners could be 
forced to sell at a reasonable and economic 
price; but cattledriving or other extreme 
courses would only defeat the object they were 
intended to advance. 

The Association was desirous of co-operating 
and working in conjunction with all \kindred 
bodies. It should be remembered that union 
is strength, and that organisations working 
separately for a common object weaken their 
efforts and often defeat their common. aim. 

Other speakers supported the views ex- 
pressed, and it was hoped that kindred 
associations would communicate with and co- 
operate with the parent body.

Despite several. protests, the National 
Assembly of the Church of England yesterday 
approved the Archbishop of Canterbury's pro- 
posal that the summer session should be ex- 
tended from July 2nd to the 13th, instead of 
ending on July 6th as originally planned. 

The extension is in order that the report 
on the Prayer Book revision may be ade- 
quately discussed. Referring to the dates 
fixed for Convocation, the Archbishop said— 
“Do not let anyone imagine that we have 
reached a stage when I, as President of Con- 
vocation, would listen even tolerantly to & 
suggestion that Convocation should, in the 
vulgar phrase, be scrapped. I am the pro- 
tector of Convocation.” 

Bishop Ryle, Dean of Westminster, said 
that he thought they had, as regards the 
business of the Assembly, reached the crack- 
ing point. ‘The clergy could not afford to 
come up to town on any more days. They 
should decide to carry through two or three 
practical medsures of reform this year, and 
let the subject of Prayer Book revision, about 
which he understood there was not absolute 
unity—(laughter)\—be postponed over the 
year, during which they could consider it 
from different points of view. 

Lord Parmoor, Chairman of the House of 
Laity, and the Dean of York agreed with 
Bishop Ryle. 

““Ií they held up the question of Prayer 
Book. revision for a little longer it would 
enable them to get on the Statute Book three 
or four practical reforms, for which they had 
been working so hard,” the Dean of York 
declared. 

Lord Hugh Cecil, pleading. for the longer 
summer session, said that just as no 
human being is indispensable, so there 
is no engagement that cannot be 
broken. If a clergyman or a bishop does not 
turn up on the appointed day, the sky does 
not fall as much as is generally supposed. 
(Laughter.) The proposals for Prayer Book 
revision were already largely being acted 
upon all over the country, and there was @ 
tendency to a sort of liturgical anarchy. 

The Bishop of Durham, Dr. Hensley 
Henson, said that when he contemplated the 
far-reaching importance of Prayer Book re- 
vision he: would be prepared, not only to 
wait any reasonable time before beginning, 
hut to elect a good dea) longer than a petty 
fortnight for its consideration. 

He wanted to see the rest of England carry 
out its historic réle of rescuing the Church of 
England’ from London influence. The Union 
of Benefices Measure, 1922, which was ap- 
proved yesterday, was referred to an ap- 

intéd committee after a statement, by Canon 

acey, Chichest@r, deprecating the speech 
made by the Bishop of Lincoln on the pre- 
vious day. If they must, because of dolorous 
circumstances, extinguish the ministry of the 
Church and sacraments in villages where it 
had been exercised for a thousand years, let 
them, at all events, said the Canon, do it 
with reluctance, with shame and confusion on 
the face, not with jesting and laughter.

TREATMENT OF PHTHISIS 


SANATORIUM SYSTEM 
DEFENDED. 


Defending the sanatorium treatment of pul- 
monary consumption, Dr. Charles J. Alex- 
ander, Medical Superintendent of the Forster 
Green Hospital, Belfast, in his annual report, 
states that much criticism has been devoted 
of late to the methods of treatment followed 
in the sanatorium, many people, apparently, 
being of the opinion that the results achieved 
are not commensurate with the labour, time, 
and money devoted to the purpose. To refute 
such criticism, while not impossible, would 
be a long and tedious task. Evidence is 
continually accumulating of the efficacy of 
sanatorium treatment, where patients pro- 
perly avail themselves of it.

Professor G. Elliot Smith, M.D., F.R.S., 
lectured on “ Mythical Monsters” at the an- 
nual meeting of the Royal Zoological Society 
of Ireland, held at the Royal College of 
Surgeons, Dublin, yesterday. Sir Robert H. 
Woods presided. 

Following the lecture, for which Professor 
Smith was cordially thanked, the annual re- 
port of the Society was read. | 

It stated that the past year was & very 
anxious one. The high cost of provisions and 
services and the lack of railway facilities hit 
the Zoological Gardens very hard. A num- 
ber of new members had joined, and they 
were much welcomed, as many losses had been 
sustained, due to deaths and removals of mem- 
bers from the country. An appeal for spect- 
mens of Irish animals led to the presentation 
of various specimens. The deficit on the ac- 
counts amounted to £598, compared with 
£903 during 1921. ‘ i 

The report was adopted on the motion of 
Dr. Dixon, the hon. secretary, seconded by 
Professor Carpenter. ; 

Professor Carpenter, speaking on the re- 
port, said that it was incumbent upon the 
new members of the Society to strive to re 
duce the bank’s overdraft. The Society de- 
served the support of all people in Dublin, as 
these were very difficult times. He trusted 
that the Council coming into office would 
reduce the deficit still further and put in 8 
season of real hard work. (Applause.)

THH LECTURE. 

Professor Smith began by saying that they 
all realised the intense interest taken by the 
primitive man in zoology. The marvellous 
activity and strength which was displayed in 
illustrations of designs of a remote period 
showed how well animals and their behaviour 
had been studied almost from the beginning 
of time. The study came to have such a 
powerful hold on men that they indulged in 
creating imagim&ry types of animals, weird 
and wonderful, of which many pictures were 
still to be seen. ó 

Professor Smith then passed on to discuss 
theories which had been put forward to ex- 
plain the mythical animals as the result of 
travellers’ tales or of distant recollections of 
types that are now extinct. From photo- 
graphs and pictures of monsters from Baby- 
lonia, China, and European heraldry (which 
were shown on a screen by means of lantern 
slides) it would be seen, he continued, that 
neither of those theories could be justified, 
because the mythical animals were made up 
by blending into one animal parts of well- 
known animals, such as the serpent, the lion, 
the eagle, the fish, and an almost unlimited 
variety of other creatures equally well known. 

The Chinese dragon, he said, was obviously 
not the result of a traveller's tale, or even 
of the existence of any creature that was now 
extinct. It had a horned héad, the scales of 
a fish, and the feet of birds. That. in itself, 
was proof positive that no such creature as 
the Chinese dragon ever existed, and it and 
others went to constitute the wonderful 
wealth of phantasy of which all were familiar. 

Other pictures produced to illustrate the 
lecture showed a Chinese dragon both terres- 
trial and celestial, a celestial cow, a cow with 
horgs and a human face, an animal with the 
feet of an eagle, with the heads of snakes, 
and bodies of tigers, and Egyptian designs of 
creatures representing gods and goddesses in 
Babylonia.

VOICE TRAINING. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—The association of Dr. Larchet in the 
project for improved methods of voice train- 
ing, referred to in your issne of tó-dav, will 
serve to reassure those who may fear that 
this new educational departure in Irish 
schools is not another of the many “ systems ” 
that have been imposed, with such pernicious 
results, on the teachers and pupils in the 
past. I am old enough to have been at achool 
when the staff notation in einging was dis- 
carded in favour of an invention that claimed 
to have all the virtues, as well as simpiicity 
in teaching and learning, but it was neither 
simpler nor more effective. It proves unfor- 
tunate for the children on whom the system 
was tried and imposed that the staff notation 
is still the accepted form in printed music 
generally. Quackery of a like description has 
prevailed in the teaching of other subjects, 
notably drawing, for which «system after 
system was ‘adopted, each as futile as the 
other, and missing the essentials of the in- 
struction for the sake of the system itself 
The little children who industriously bent 
wire and practised ambidexterity in drawing 
at the instance of perverted ingenuity, realise 
too late that drawing is a simple, straight- 
forward operation when they see it practised 
by their more fortunate fellows who did not 
come under the dangerous influence of cranks 
of little knowledge. Handwriting has also 
suffered, and is notoriously bad in the achools, 
largely because the pupils miss the real « gnifi- 
cance of the shapes of the letters, in the 
effort to conform to invented methods and 
systems of standardisation. There is every 
reason to expect that Trish children will learn 
to sing truly and naturally since Dr. Larchet 
la not one who imagines that change always

AN IMPORTANT JUDGMENT. 


judgment was ‘delivered by the. Lord Chief 
Justice and Mr. Justice Dodd in the case of 
Eden, appellant, and Dunne, respondent. - 
The Lord Chief Justice, in his 
decision, said that in this case the complainant 
was an imspector of nuisances and’ sanitary 
officer under the Dublin Corporation, and the 
defendant was a wholesale vendor of fruit in 
the Corporation Market. The summons was 
brought under the Public Health (Ireland) 
Act, 1878, and charged the defendant that 
certain fruit, one-third of a case of apples, 
was, on the 5th August, 1922, exposed by him 
for sale in the Wholesale Market, St. Michan’s 
street, and was intended for human food. and 
‘was unsound, unwholesome and unfit for the 
food of man. The magistrate found that as a 
“act at the time of the sale and purchase the 


giving 


P apples were unsound, unwholesome and unfit 


‘ior food.. It was held by the Queen’s Bench 
in England in the case of Venter v. Hind that 
where a person exposed for sale and sold meat 
to a customer who took it home for food and 
some days afterwards handed it over to an 
inspector of nuisances, the seller was not 
liable, because the meat was not *“‘ so seized ”’ 
and condemned, as was prescribed by the 
Act. This difficulty, however, was got over 
as regards Dublin by the Dublin Corporation 
Act, 1890, which provided that where any 


Rpersons had purchased as and for human food 


amy fruit, etc., which was diseased or un- 
sound, he might deliver same to any sanitary 
officer of the Corporation for the purpose of 
being carried before a justice, and the justice 
should have power and jurisdiction to deal 
with the matter. 

It was admitted by the defendant that on 
the findings he was hable to conviction unless 
hes was entitled to rely upon two notices which 
ware prominently displayed in the market. 
One notice stated: “ All fruit and produce is 
soil by us, wether by auction or private 
treaty, on the condition that the price paid 
be regarded by the buyers as the value of the 
soumd goods contained in any package, 
whether the whole of such contents be sound 
or only part thereof; and as regards such of 
the contents as are spoiled, damaged, or other- 
wise defective, so as to be unfit for human 
consumption, such defective goods are not 
intertded by us or purchased by the 
buyer for the foo of man.” The 
secomd notice said : “ All goods ex warehouse 
are sold under the condition. that the pur- 
chaser. destroys all unsound fruit.’’ he 
magistrate held that the notices were, in law, 
ineffectual to exempt the defendant from 
criminal liability. The defendant had 
strongly relied on the case of the Queen v. 
Denna, 1894, in which the defendant. a fruit 
broker, relied on a notice, posted im his shop, 
stipulating that the purchaser should destroy 
the twisound fruit before packages were 
offered to the public. In that case a convic- 
tion was quashed in the Court for Crown 
Cases Reserved, where it was very fully 
argued and discussed before eleven judges. 
In the present case the notice wa; far more 
specific than the notice in Dennis’s case, and 
contained an express stipulation that’ damaged 
fruit, was not purchased by the buyer ‘* for 
the food of man.”
